Railroad News 


Caution Is Urged. 
The American Railway Associa­ 
tion will resume Its efforts during 
the summer of 1923 to lessen the 
number of deaths and injuries at 
railroad-highway crossings through­ 
out the country. 
In 30 years our country’s popu­ 
lation has increased 68%. 
Fatal 
railroad-highway crossing accidents 
have increased 345%, and injury 
cases 652%. These disproportionate 
increasses are due entirely to the 
use of the automobile. 
During the 
year 1922, according to the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce, 
and “Autom otive'Industries,’’ 2,527, 
OOO cars and trucks were produced, 
making a total registration Decem­ 
ber 31, 1922, of 12,357,372 cars, or 
about one for every nine of our 
population. 
The 1922 increase in 
production was about 24%. 
In the 
same year the railroad traffic as 
expressed by car loadings increased 
11.16%. 
In five years, 9,101 persons were 
killed and 24,208 were injured at 
railroad-highway crossings 
in 
the 
United States. 
The automobile at the railroad- 
highway crossing presents a mod­ 
ern problem. 
It must be met with 
fairness to the public and the rail­ 
roads. 
The ideal 
solution of railroad- 
highway crossing accidents is elim­ 
ination of the crossings. 
This is 
not attainable with 251,500 grade 
level crossings on Class I railroads 
alone, and their removal at the rate 
of about 485 a year. 
Generations 
will be required to wipe them out. 
The expense must not be overlook­ 
ed. 
$50,000 per crossing is a con­ 
servative average estimate for such

Stir In two and one-half cupfuls of 
pastry flour, or lf ordinary flour is 
used, two cupfuls, lacking one even 
tablespoonful and adding one table­ 
spoonful of cornstarch. Fold in the 
whites of the eggs and drop into 
well-greased

pans, 
sprinkle 
with sugar, drop a raisin on each 
and bake in a moderate oven. 
Marshmallow 
Chocolate. — Dis­ 
solve one-half cupful of sugar in 
one-fourth of a cupful of water and 
let it boil five minutes; melt four 
squares of chocolate over hot water 
and pour the sirup into it, stirring 
all the time.
